tode may be causing the problem. 

It is important that checking 
for nematodes be done now, ac- 
cording to University of Califor- 
nia Farm Advisor, Alan George. 
Delaying checking for the pest 
until time to fumigate next spring 
will give very little indication of 
the true population in the field. 

Examining cotton roots dug up 
with a shovel for the presence of 
galls or knots is a good guide in 
determining the distribution and 
abundance of this pest in a field. 
The severity of the infection can 
be judged by the appearance of 
the plant and the degree of gall- 
ing, according to George. 

George says examining fields 
now will help a grower decide 
whether control measure should 
or should not be used next spring.

FRESNO, Nov. 15 — Cotton’s 
loss of markets necessitates 4 
more competitive price for cotton 
to American textile mills at once, 
cotton growers from the West 
agreed at a recent meeting in 
Phoenix, J. P. Benson, president 
of the Western Cotton Growers’ 
association, reported in a letter to 
the association directors. 

Benson was one of a score of 
grower representatives who at- 
tended the Phoenix meeting of the 
Southwest Five State Cotton 
association. The group 
represented growers in the five 
western states including west 
Texas and the high plains of Tex- 
as. ~Those areas represent about 
40% of all the cotton produced in 
the United States.

Stanley 
Mosk in 16 years on the bench as a Superior Court judge 
and four years as Attorney General has achieved such distinc- 
tion as a legal scholar and administrator that your attack 
on him would be laughable if it were not intended to be so 
vicious. 


I do not feel that the tactics you have employed in 
this instance reflect the thinking of a majority of the 
members of your party. However, your position as a member 
and former chairman of the Tulare County Republican Central 
Committee is certain to reflect discredit on many fair 
minded Republicans who would be the first to disassociate 
themselves from the campaign devices you are employing.
